Tb<3 loss in ^roductaon of cake, inci- 


dent to tbe region's general observ- 
ance ol Independence Bay and a more 
protracted observance ot it by indi-' 
vidual workers, was largely compen- 
sated by the additions to the number 
of producing ovens.

volume of oil from Mexican fields to 
the United States. 


Increase of production in Russian, 


Roumanian and other fields that may 
displace Mexican to some extent in 
Europe arid force that much more 
itexicin to seek a market in the 
United States. 


The oil seller is enjoying advan- 


tage1.! that were never his before, the 
report se:s forth, and he is invading 
markets in which he could not have 
obtained a footing on pre-*ar costs 
of coal production and transporta- 
tion. Dependent for its- cost on the 
single factor of water transportation, 
Mexican heavy oil can be sold far 
cheaper lhan coal, with the existing 
high rail's for mining, supplies and 
rail transportation, all factors prac- 
tically beyond the control of tie coal 
operator.
